Egan Is a prolific writer of history, bi- 
ography, fiction and poetry, and an 
acknowledged figure in tlie renlm of 
American literature.

stories to. magazines, and one o£ the 
most accomplished publicity produc- 
ers developed during the war welfare 
work campaigns. 


According to Peter W. Collins, di- 


rector ot the reconstruction and em- 
ployment service ot the Knights of 
Columbus, the demand of soldiers, 
sailors and marines for jobs is still to 
be encountered. The Knights wjll con- 
tinue their efforts to find jobs for the 
men. The work lias been intensified in 
Greater New York, nnd the big hut 
located in the Longacre Stiuare section 
of Broadway is kept open until nine 
o'clock each evening. One of the rea- 
sons why most of the service men ap- 
peal to the Knights for jobs is pri- 
marily brought about through their 
policy of refusing to place men in posi- 
tions which would "run them in a blind 
alley." 
The employment service has 


never placed any of the many thousand 
men In a job paying less than $18 per 
week, nor In any liind of work to 
which the applicant is not suited. 


Despite the vigorous protest of the 


order against the ousting of all wel- 
fare workers from the military camps 
ami reservations of the army, there Is 
every indication that the policy of the 
war department will be invoked. While 
the government order of taking over 
the work of welfare societies and put- 
tins it in the hands of army officers 
was directed against other organiza- 
tions besides the Knights of Columbus, 
none made any public protest against 
the contemplated action. The first pro- 
test lirought Id revs and telegrams to 
William P. Larkin, overseas director, 
from former otlicers and soldiers urg- 
ing the order to tight the idea of taking 
civilian support away. 
Sentiment of 


the soldiers favors the Knights.

plenty of plain bread sandwiches and 
a small, sharp knife for cutting the 
meat. The rest of the lunch may con- 
sist of pickles, fruit, and cookies or 
whatever you choose. 


After a liv- or six-mile hike in the 


exhilarating air of a September morn- 
ing, there will be a unanimous vote for 
an early dinner. As you gather wood 
for the hre, collect also stones from 
five to ten inches in diameter. Pul 
them in the center of the fire where 
the heat is most intense.

A "Steak on Stone*" Frf

Late September is just the time oi 
the year to hike to the woods for a 
beefsteak fry. Be sure to choose a 
place where you wil1» find some small 
stones and where you can build a fire. 
A party of eight is about the right size 
for a "steak fry" picnic. 


Of course, the most important part 
oi the program is the steak. 
Buy a 
porterhouse steak one and one-half 
inches thick, and largu enough to sat- 


:sfy 
eight 
outdoor 
appetites. 
Take 
plenty of plain bread sandwiches and 
i small, sharp knife for cutting the 
meat. The rest of the lunch may con­ 
sist of pickles, fruit, and cookies or 
whatever you choose. 


After a five or six-mile hike in the 
exhilarating air of a September morn­ 
ing, there will be a unanimous vote for 
an early dinner. 
As you gather wood 
for the fire, collect also stones from 
five to ten inches in diameter. 
Put 
them in the center of the lire where 
the heat is most intense. 
In fifteen 
minutes they will be hot enough for 
cooking. 


Meanwhile cut the steak in pieces 
the right size for the sai-.dwiches and 
get ready a supply of email sticks, one 
end whittled to a sharp point. As soon 
as the fire begins to die down, roll out 
the stones with the aid of stout sticks. 
Grease them with lumps of fat and put 
the meat on to cook. 
Turn it every 
minute or so with the small pointed 
sticks. 
Don't forget the salt. 
Make 
each girl cook her own. That is hall 
the fun.

DREYFUS 60 YEARS OLD 


Sixty years old today is Lieut.-Col., Alfred JDreyfus, who has j 
been decorated as an officer of the Legion of Honor in .recogni- j 
tion of his services in the war. Twenty-five years ago, it will be j 
recalled, this same Alfred Dreyfus, then a captain in the French j 
army, was the central figure in a sensational case that long held j 
the attention of the world. It was on December 23,1§94, that he j 
Was sentenced to life imprisonment on Devil's Island, following i 
hia conviction by court-martial on a charge of selling military ! 
accrets to Germany. 
Following the confession of Col. Henry j 
that he had forged some of the evidence against Dreyfus, a new j 
trial was ordered in 1899. He was, however, again convicted on ; 
September 8 of that year and sentenced to ten years' imprison- ! 
mailt. He w.'is pardoned, however, a week later. 
The Supreme j 
Court of Cassation later found him innocent of the charges j 
against him and he reentered the army with full citizenship re- j 
stored.

DEtYFUS 60 YEARS OLD 


Sixty yeari old today is Lie.ut.-Col..Alfred .Dreyfus, who has 
n decorated as an jqfficer of the Legion of Honor in .recogni- 


tion of his services in the war. Twenty-flve years ago, it will be 
f»eall«i, this same Alfred Dreyfus, then a captain in the French 
army, was the central figure in a sensational case that long held 


attention of the world. Jit was on peeembe,r $3, 1§94, that .lie 
sentenced to life imprisonment on Devil's Island, following 


Us conviction by court-martial on, a charge pf selling military 
aterets to Germany. Following the confession of Col. Henrj 
that he had forged some of the evidence against Dreyfus, a ne\v 
tfiai was ordered in 1899. 
He was, however, again convicted OK 


September 8 of that year and sentenced to ten years' imprison- 
nent. He was pardoned, however, a week later. 
The Supreme 


Court of Cassation later found him innocent of the charge? 
against him and he reentered the army with full citizenship re 
•tend.

According to Peter W. Collins, di- 


rector ot the reconstruction and em- 
ployment service ot the Knights of 
Columbus, the demand of soldiers, 
sailors and marines for jobs is still to 
be encountered.

One of the rea- 
sons why most of the service men ap- 
peal to the Knights for jobs is pri- 
marily brought about through their 
policy of refusing to place men in posi- 
tions which would "run them in a blind 
alley." 
The employment service has 


never placed any of the many thousand 
men In a job paying less than $18 per 
week, nor In any liind of work to 
which the applicant is not suited. 


Despite the vigorous protest of the 


order against the ousting of all wel- 
fare workers from the military camps 
ami reservations of the army, there Is 
every indication that the policy of the 
war department will be invoked. While 
the government order of taking over 
the work of welfare societies and put- 
tins it in the hands of army officers 
was directed against other organiza- 
tions besides the Knights of Columbus, 
none made any public protest against 
the contemplated action. The first pro- 
test lirought Id revs and telegrams to 
William P. Larkin, overseas director, 
from former otlicers and soldiers urg- 
ing the order to tight the idea of taking 
civilian support away. 
Sentiment of 


the soldiers favors the Knights.
